ſumption ? 


THrarT this hath been the Caſe of 
Ireland for Fifty Years paſt, as I am 


well informed, can be proved by the 


Cuſtom-Houſe Books, by which it

never were any Year that we did not 


import Bread Corn or Flour to a con- 


hderable Amount. 


Nov if we continue in the ſame 
Situation for as many Years to come 
(which if we do not change our | 
Meaſures is likely to be the Caſe) | 
from what Fund ſhall we find a Re- | 


dundancy of Corn to fill ſuch Grana- 


ries, and to what Purpoſe ſhould we 


erect Granaries, with neceſſary Offi- 


— a high Expence, to a Nation 
the Revenue whereof is al:eady ſuffi- 
ciently incumbered, if not over-load- | 


ed? 


Even fuppoſing public Granaries 
uſeful, are our Sea Ports fit Places for 
them? If they are intended for the | 
Encouragement of Home Tillage, I | 


apprehend not, but that they ſhould 


be erected as near the Farmers in the 


Center of the Kingdom as poſſible, | 
and not in Sea Ports, where they will 
| be |

be liable to be ſtored with F oreiph 


Corn, and will moreover produce the 
following Inconveniencies. 


Fist, the Farmer muſt one Way 
or "I pay or allow for carrying his 
Corn from the Inner Part of the 
Country to theſe Granaries, if. they 
are to be ſtored with 1ri/b Grain, and 
if Corn ſhould be wanting in the 12 
terior Parts, the Buyer would be obli- 


ged to pay for carrying it back, 


whereas it is more probable the Car- 
riage from the interior Parts to the 


Buyer would be a ſhorter, and better 
Method of Conveyance. . 


SECONDLY, the Granaries in Sea 
Ports will be probably filled with Fo- 
reign Corn, which will no doubt diſ- 
courage Tillage, make our Farmers 
lay by their Plows, and leave the Be- 
nefit of that Induſtry to Foreigners. 

Tump, what Security have we 
againſt the Invaſion of any Foreign 
tormidable Nation, without ſufficient 

A 4 Forts 
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Forts or Garriſons on our conſiderable * 
Sea Ports, but that if ſuch Enemy 
ſhould land, they cannot, for want of 
Bread Com, penetrate far into the 
Country; for to march a Body of four 
or five Thouſand Men, one Thou- 
ſand eight hundred or two Thouſand 
Horſes would be wanting to carry 
their Bread Corn, Luggage and Fo- 
rage, and ſo in Proportion for a leſs 
or greater Number. 


Fon the better Muttentien of the 
alive let us ſuppoſe Granaries at 
Corke had Belfaſt when Conflans and 
Thurot lately intended us their Viſits, 
and that they both had landed, and 
got Poſſeſſion of our Granaries, would 
not that enable them the better, not 
only to penetrate into the interior 
Parts of the Kingdom, but alſo to 
ſtarve the Country and any Troops 


coming to oppoſe them. 


Nor do I apprehend a Granary in 
DusLin (tho' by its Situation on the

| Middle of the Channel it is leſs lia 


ble to be invaded than Corke or Bel- 


faſt) ſo very ſafe from ſuch an Irrup- 


tion from Foreign Invaders, nor do I 
conſider the City or it's uſual Garriſon 
at all Times able to reſiſt ſuch Inva- 


ders. 


As the preſent Bill is framed, 1 
think it calculated to counteract the 
Laws made for paying a Premium for 


the Inland Carriage of Corn, which 


were intended for the Encouragement 
of Tillage, and to transfer that Be- 
nefit to Foreign Countries, whoſe 


Grain will fill thoſe Granaries and 
diſcourage Home Tillage. 


Tur eſtabliſhing public Granaries 
at any rate mult, in my Opinion, be 
pernicious, but I am on the contrary 
for as many private Granaries in the 


Farmers Haggards as we can induce 


them to erect, as I conſider public 
Granaries, altho' in the Heart of the 
Kingdom, as Beacons, to be ſeized

ſuch land on our Cb would, no 


doubt, make forced Marches to get 
Poſſeſlion of them. 


Io encourage effectually the Til- 
lage of Ireland, I ſhall beg leave to 
propoſe the following 8 1 
as Corn can never be preſerved better 
than in the Sheaf, that every Farmer 
for any Term not exceeding Thirty- 
one Years or three Lives, who ſhall 
within Ten Years, from the 2 5th of 
March, 1767, build good Stands, in 
a Haggard well incloſed, ſufficient to 
lf preſerve ſuch Corn from 'Vermin, (e- 
ven tho' it ſhould continue there for 
five Yeats) and large enough to con- 
tain ſuch a Quantity as would pro- 
*duce 1 co Quarters or 300 Barrels 
I fay ſuppoſe that ſuch Farmer for his 
Encouragement ſhould, on ſufficient 
Proof of his fo doing, at the January 
Quarter Seſſions of the Peace for that

And that the like Premium for 


building {ſuch Stands be continued 


for ten Years, in every County in Te-
